Only Fraction 
Of People Wear 
CD Dog Tags’

NEW YORK d'.P) — More finn 
four million Americans — mostly 
children — have acquired disaster 
identification 
“dog tags” in 
tho 
last four years hut civil defense 
authorities aren’t very pleased 
The number of tags issued is a 
woefully small fraction of th-* I' 
S. population. 
Most of the people who do obtain 
them usually forget to wear them 
afterwards. 
Lots of boys and girls are wear­ 
ing each other's tag as an expres­ 
sion of puppy love 
United Press surveyed cities in 
more than a dozen states where 
civil defense organizations have un­ 
dertaken systematic distribution of 
metal tags hearing a person s name, 
address, religious preference and 
a relative or friend to identify in 
case of death or injury. 
Only IO Per Cent 
There were some expressions of 
satisfaction over the success of the 
programs. 
But these were rare. 
In most cases, CD leaders admitted 
tho public was apathetic. 
Cleveland began issuing the tags 
to school children in 1953, handed 
out more than 200.000 of them. and 
then gave up. 
A surprise check 
had disclosed that only IO per cent 
of the kids were wearing them. 
“We just figured there was too 
much public apathy and gave up 
the whole idea.” said 
C le\eland 
civil defense director John Pokor- 
ny. 
“ I think most of the fault lies 
with the parents— they don’t like 
the idea of their children wearing 
them.” 
New York City has issued two

The city of eight million 
population just began a campaign

its offer Dec. 31.
